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EXECUTIVE 

SUMMARY 


SiirvL')' is ihc first step in a comprchciisivc* preservation program. In order to preserve resources \*oii inn si know what is 
ax ailahle. Hisloiy Nebraska has been syslenialieally siir\ eying each cxunily in Nebniska since the 198()s. Fiimas County 
is one <)1 tlie last counties to he Ibrinally surxeyecl, although a total of 402 properties had been previously surxeyed and 
recorded in the Nebraska Historic Resources Survey & Inventorv* (NellRSI) on an inclh idual basis. This reconnaissance 
lex'cl survey looked at resources within the incorporated limits ol Ara))ahoe, Beaver City, Cambridge, Ldison, Hendley, 
Hollirook, Oxlord, and Wilsonville. Ol the 2,033 properties surveyed, 34 were recommended as eligible for listing in the 
National Register of Historic Places (National Register). Due to integrity concerns, no districts were re commended eligible. 

This pr()ject is one ol the first History Nebraska surveys to include a robust public engagement effoi t. An in ])erson meeting 
was held in Arapahoe on November (>, 2019 with several community members in at lend a nee to hear a presentation by 
History Nebraska Survey C<H>rdinator Kate Hewlings. In addition to digital and hard copies of this final iX‘port, the 
inlbrmation was distilled down into a brochure dislribuled ihroughont communities in Furnas County, giving a high-level 
overview ol the survey results. Also, an inleracti\x‘, online "story map" was created to highlight the project and make it more 
wideK' atxessible. 


The plan provides ideas for lurlher research and more intensive .survey work to uncover additional historic resources. 
The plan recommends a more fomial preservation organization be formed in Funias County to help carry out the 
recommendations ol this document, raise awareness, and lurlher preservation activities locally. A number of programs, 
managed by History Nebraska and other state Jigency programs, are discussed in Chapter 4 to assist in j^resenation in 
Furnas County.

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CHAPTER 1 


HISTORIC 

OVERVIEW 



INTRODUCTION 

Fiiniiis County is in south-central Nebraska bordering 
Kansas (see Figure LI). The Re)mbhcan River runs west 
to east along Oxford, Edison, Arapahoe, Holbrook, and 
Cambridge. Much smaller is Beaver Creek, also flowing 
west to east but lurlher south near Beaver City, Hendle\', 
and Wilsonville. The Sa))pa Creek is in the southern 
portion ol the county, llowing into Beaver Creek in the 
easleriunost part ol the county. The abundance of streams 
aided in early settlement prox iding a power source and 
natural timber gicmth. It also in Hue need the lur tnide 
and early exploration of the area in the 18()0s. The coimlx' 
encompasses 4(i(),()()0 acres measuring 2-1 miles by 30 
miles. The area is on the hilh' hmds ol the Dissected 
Plains which have been eroded by wind and rain.* The 
lirst inhabitants were the Pawnees who were 1 arming 
peoi)le living in permanent vilhiges.- The area (jiiickly 
attracted hunters, tra))pers, and eventually settlers.

the pop out in Figure LI). He tried to incorporate the aix‘a 
as Janies County in 1872 but failetl U> gain traction. The 
(irst recorded homestead was filed on May 1st, 1871 by 
John Nilson just west ol present-day Arapahoe.* 

The Nebraska legislature officially created Furnas County 
on February 27, 1873 naming it alter the current governor, 
Robert \\’. Furnas.' The vote to decide the location ol the 
county seat was held prior to the Faster Sunday Blizzard, 
delaying x'otes from aniving Irom Beaxer City. Arapahoe 
almost xvon the county seat, but it was decided to count 
the late ballots giving Beaver City the title.^' This was not 
the end ol the light over the county seat. During a second 
election on October 11, 1873 Beaxer City again won the 
votes, but Arapahoe claimed thex' held the rightlul claim 
to the county seat based on the jirevious election in Ajiril. 
The decision xvas appealed to the Nebraska Su[)renie 
C'ourt xvho decided in favor of Beaver City.^ This led to a 
longstanding distrust between the nor (hem and southern 
towns ol t uni as Counly. 


DevelojMiient and settlement of Furnas County include the 
lormal incorporation through legislative means and the 
phx'sical activities ol settlers new to the area.

Establishing the Government 


As a result of the political fighting, a courthouse xvas not 
built until 1888, 15 years after (lie county xvas established 
(see Figure 1.2). Cioxernment business was conducted 
in xarums rented space including a hotel an<l ha a 1 ware 
store. The courthouse finally constructed was a twt>-story 
brick building with a bell (tixxer (see Figure 1.3) that lasted 
until 1949 xvhen it xvas <lec lared unsafe (i>r occupancy 
and xvas torn down. Construction started on (he current 
courthouse (hat same year on the same lot for $200,()()() 
and dedicated May 4, 1951.*^

Industry 

Wliik* Furnas County has ^n>\vn into a fertile agricultural 
belt it (lit 1 not begin as such. The hanlships brought on by 
grasshoppers, drought, and storms necessitated a farmer 
to raise livestock in adtlition to planting a variety of crops. 
Corn was a high yiekl crop however in hard years the 
output was veiy low making rye, millet, and other grains 
more reliable to plant. The agricultural iialure of the 
county is represented in the County Agi iciiluu al Society 
founde<l in 1875 which held county fairs with displays 
of produce and livestock.'* In the 185()s acting Governor 
Cuming recommended forming industrial societies in 
e\'en' county to supjxjrt rigricailtural achancements.'**

COUKTY FORMATION 

The establishment of counties in the 
state of Nebraska dates back to the 
territory days in the mid 1850s and early 
1860s. The Territorial Legislature began 
establishing boundaries, beginning in 
the eastern end of the state along the 
Missouri River. This process included 
naming the county and establishing 
boundaries, deciding on a county 
seat and the election of officers, and 
occasionally redefining boundaries. In 
1867 however, when Nebraska became 
a state, it was decided a more formal 
process was necessary and S. No, 55 
was passed which was "An Act for the 
organization of counties." This gave the 
legislature power to create counties, 
but the governor the power to call the 
elections and give power to individuals 
in the new county.’ 

As settlers moved west and areas 
became more densely populated, 
they petitioned for separation and 
organization of new counties. The 
laws of the time required counties to 
have a minimum of 200 inhabitants 
before an organizational election could 
be held.2 For some counties this was 
easily achieved as soon as the county 
was established, others took several 
decades to reach.

Fali.son, Arajiahoe, Holbrook, and Cambridge 
and (he second was con.slmeted in 1887 through Beaver 
C'ily, Hen die)', and Wilson ville.

Natural Disasters 

FAcry city ill tiirnas County is located on or xei*)' near a 
river or creek. In 193,') the location of (he live cities along 
the Re)niblican River proved disastrous. The Hooding 011 
Mav 30lh caused hy heavv rain in eastern Colorado and 
western Nebraska killed an estimated 11^ people >vheu 
the banks ol the Re)nibliean River overOowed.’** Hundreds 
of photos in the History Nebraska archives .show damage 
alter (he Hood including wzished-oul homes, colla)xsed 
hams, and niiuMilled city pools. To jMevenl another 
Hood, five dams were huill across the Republican River 
and its tributaries in the lollowingyears.**

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TOWN SETTLEMENT 

The sclllemcnl of tiiriias County hcApui in 1870 with the 
first scttlciTocaliiig cast ol Beaver City willi homestead 
claims hej^imiing in 1871. Rapid settlement did not occur 
until the 188()s after natural disasters tried the will ol 
ranners and the Burlington & Missouri Rh er Railroad 
cons in let ed lines through t uni as Counly. The settlement 
ol towns was supjsorted by the various rivers and creeks 
in the area and unlike many other conn lies jneceded the 
railroad in most instances.

* Cambridge • Oxibrd 

* Ixlison • Wilsonville 


As Figure l.d demonstrates, the towns which incorporated 
in 1900 are struggling to maintain jiojndation and liax e 
been declining since 1980. Larger communities which 
lormed in the 1880s (before the railroads came through) 
maintained growth into the 19d()s hut have also seen 
j)oj)ulalion loss since. Despite holding the coiiuly seat, 
Beaxer City has dropped to the fourth most jiojnilous city 
behind Cambridge, Ara))ahoe, and Oxford. Between 1940 
and 19.50 a spike occurred in these three com muni lies.

A .scouting jiarty fouiid suitable land between the 
FJk and Muddy Creeks and named the area Arapahoe 
alter the Native American tiihe that wintered in the area.* ’ 
The town site lor Arapahoe was staked out in July, the 
first house buill in early August by George Colvin, and 
the plat filed in SejMember.*^' The plat encompassed 
acres and included two jiarks, two lots designated for 
churches, and one lot for a railroad depot. A courthouse 
s(|uare (southeast corner ol 8th Street and Etm Street) 

\\"a.s included, but never materialized following Beaver 
City's award of tlie county seat. Instead this lot became a 
city park and during the Depression, the Works Progress 
Administration (W'PA) hiiided the construction ol a 
swimming )X)ol and solarium on the site.*' 

Despite formally laying out the U>wn ol Arapahoe in 1871, 
official incorporation U>ok another seven years.*^ This 
was likely due in part to slow settlement which di<l not 
begin until 1872 as more settlers arrived in the county 
and later the 1874-7;) grasshopper pkigues that <lestn>yed 
crops, (irowth was re ignited in 1880 when the Burlington 
and Missouri River Railroad announced they would be 
routing a track through town. This spurred new business 
const ruction which was supplied with brick Iroin a local 


kihi.‘‘^ A saw and grist mill were bnilt along the Muddy 
Creek to the west and provided logs for earh' buildings. 
In 1882 a four-story brick flour mill was constnicled.^” A 
bank and the Pioneer news))aper (later Arapahoe Public 
Mirror)"* were established and many new homes built.

Arapahoe's early growth is attributed lo ils status as a large 
gr ain market and ship]>ing point for the entire county 
and surrounding areas.^^ The town grew at a steady rale 
until 1920 when il began to alternale between decades ol 
growth and decline. The peak poi)ulation was reached in 
i9;>() with l,22(i peoi)lc residing in Arapahoe. The town 
has been one of lire few Furnas County communities in 
recent vears to halt continued decline.

Bciivcr City htis c.stiihlishcd on Bciivur Creek in ihc Spriji^ 
of 1872 byJ.H. McKee. The phi\ whs recorded on October 
9 of I lull year which created blocks measuring 288 feel 
by 288 feel with re.sidenlial lots measuring 48 feel by 18() 
feel and business lots 24 feel by 128 feel.-^ McKee and 
liis business parlner Robert DenJiain cousinicled the first 
store which opened for business on November 1st.

This was I he same year the Burlinglon and 
Missouri River Railroad lracks were laid llirough town. 

By there were three department stores—Ayers and 
Co.. Baer & Siebert, andJ.A. Dunham. Shafer and Son.^^ 
Figure 1.10 shows the existing businesses surrounding the 
))ubhc square in 1909. Most buildings were built with brick 
(pink) a more durable material than wood Iraine (yellow).

The first school was taught in a sod house but was moved 
to a brick building conslruclerl in 1888. The building was 
lorn down and the bricks used to rebuild a new ihrce-stoiT 
school with classes up llirough high school. This buihling, 
user! for the elementary school, was torn <lown in l!)(i9 
after it was deemetl iinsafe.^^ The high school building was 
conslrucled in 1924 and the adjacent auditor in m in 1953. 
The new' auditorium w as needed to replace the 1922 city 
audiloi ium which was damaged by fim.^^

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The fir si fire deparlniciit was orgiinizcd in 1908, I he same 
year ihe monument to the Tnion soldiers ajid sailors oi 
the Civil \\ ar was dedicated in Weslside Park.^^ In 1927 
the first streets were paved around I he town s(|nare.'^^ 

The firsl hos))ital in Beaver City was built by Dr. Frank 
Brew.ster just west ol 9th Street on the south side of Floyd 
Street. Brewster is known as the fir.st “flying doe tor."* 

In 1919 he bought a CnrlisAWight JN ID biplane for 
$8,000 and on May 28 he and pilol Wade Stexens flew to 
Hendon, KS to perform emergency surgery'.''*^ Faced with 
the challenge of serving a wide area he made many trips 
to son time .stern Nebraska and Nor time .stem Kansas on 
“mis.sions of mercy. 

In 1989 a Civilian Conservation Corps (CCC) camp 
was eslablishcd in Beaver City. The national CCC 
program t>perate<l from 1988 to 1912 to provklc work for 
young single men. In Beaver City about 200 men with 
siipen isoi s and officers lived in barracks moved in from 
Oberlin to the west hall of the high school athletic field 
(see Figure 1.11). The men worked on projects within a 
L>milc radius of Beaver City.'^‘ 


Two nni<iue buildings are located in Beaver City. Just west 
of town is a round building constructed in 190.) lor the 
Beav er \ alley Animal Hos))ital rim bv' Dn Arthur Becker. 
Like Dr. Brewster he also used fliglil to aid in his medical 
practice, however his method of travel was by helicopter.'^*^ 
The .second is the Pioneer Log Cabin. In 1971 while 
deconstructing the Leon Warner home west of Beaver 
City, a one-room log cabin was found. Additions over the 
years enclosed the ongirial log cabin within the ex])aiKled 
home. Sec the sidebar on the following page for more 
information on the Pioneer Log Cabin. 

Beaver City reached its peak population in 1920 and 
has been slowly <ledining ever since. The boost from 
gaining the county seat is visible in the addition of ()00 
new residents between 1880 and 1890, far exceeding its 
rival Arapahoe who only atlded 2()>1 peoj)lc {hiring that 
time. The town only remained the most populous city for 
another {lecatle before slowly declining to the Ibiirth most 
jxjpnions city in Furnas County today.

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PIONEER LOG CABIN 

When settling on the prairie, the first 
home was often a rough sod or log 
building that was replaced after several 
years when families were more stable 
and had time to consider improvements 
beyond their fields. Most of these 
original buildings were lost, however 
southwest of Beaver City an original log 
home was found while tearing down 
the G.M. Warner house. The original 
owners had Just built around the old 
log building, encasing it within the 
expanded home. This log building is 
now on display at the park in Beaver 
City with a History Nebraska plaque 
telling its story.

In 1871 I he* first sc I tier. Hi mm Doinij, filed ri Homestead 
Claijii ill what was then known as Medicine Creek. In 
Allien si, Tliomas Roa^cts filed his own Homestead claim in 
the area.'^'’ Three years later a )M)sI office was established. 
In July 1878 Hiram Doing sold his land to J.W'. Pickle who 
built a saw and gnst mill on the west bank of the creek in 
Janiiarv 1879. He laid out a town naming it Picklelown 
after hiniself.*^^ Additional land from Thomas Rogers was 
added to Pickle s land to cieate the town. 

In Ma\' 1880 Picklctt>\\'ii was renamed Cambridge 
after the Burlington and Misstmri River Railroad came 
througli. At this time the city was “but a struggling group 
of log and sod cabins, with hardly a sct>rc ol people, the 
country was sparsely settled, and the people in the main 
wxTc pot>r and struggling fi>r a livelih<H>d."^“ In 1880 W.H. 
Faling and his wife Anna Stewart moved to Cambridge 
and opened a gt'iieral store called The Regulator.Mr. 
Faling was appointed land agent fi>r the Lincoln Land 
Company that year and subseciuently helped with the 
inet>r{Hn ation of Cambridge in 188o and served as the first 
village chairman. In that role he plaited live additions and 
sold e\*ery lot. In 1910 he built the National Register listed 
W.H. Faling House.This began the largest perk>d of 
construction in Cambridge with buildings like the W.H. 
Baughman Building, State Bank, Hammond and Means 
Building, K)()F Building, Hotel Perry, Electric Light and 
Pt>wer Plant, and many more being ct>nslructed by 1920. 


Cambridge \\"as one of many towns impacled by the 193,5 
Republican River Floods. They were again hit in 1947 
when Medicine Creek flooded causing the deaths ol 13 
j)eo[)lc. In some areas water stood Irom ten to fifteen 
feel deep and inundated basements with mud. Damages 
were estimated at 8400,000 in crops and between 800 
and $70,000 in homes. Two years hiter a dam was built to 
alleviate the Hooding re sidling in the Harr\' Strunk Lake 
reservoir which irrigates 18,000 acres and is a popular 
recreation area.”** Figure 1.13 shows the high water levels at 
the Cambridge Mills.

The park on Medicine Creek has long been a gathering 
j)lace for baseball games, social organization activities, 
camping, and other celebratoiT e\*enls. The park was 
ilaniriged during the 193,’) Republican River flooil but 
was irsLored to its original stale. A jxk)! was biiill in 1933 
but i\’as replaced in 1980. Ollier amenities inelude a golf 
eoinse, ardien', lei mis, picnic area, one-room sc bool bouse 
museum, horse arena, playground, and flower gardens. 


Cambridge is llie most populous lown in Furnas Count)' 
willi just over 1,()()() people according to tbc 2010 Census. 
While mainlaining a steady population, the peak 
]) 0 )>ulalion for Cambridge wtis l,3d2 peo))le in 19.50.

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Edison 

The town of Edison slrirtcd with ii post office in 1880 
iiiiincd for I he postmaster R.H. Rohr’s son Eddie. It wtis 
not until several decades later in 1907 the village Wixs 
officialIv incorpoiTited.^*^ R.H. Rohr was part owner with 
Charles Drajjcr oi (he first store, a i^enend merchandisiiiA; 
slioj). The town boasted ol an opei*a house, two hotels, 
a blacks in i(h shop, a liardvsare store, and three churches 
in its early days. One of these churches, (he Christian 
Church oi'g'anized in 1889 was still active in the 198()s. 
The sinallesl schoolhouse in Nebraska was just south of 
Edison measuring i 1 feet by Hi feel (see Figure EM). It 
WHS built ill 1890 and closed in 193,j. It was moved into 
town and is identified with a historical marker. 

The town reached its peak population, 334 people, just 
three years after it was incorporated.^’ The town lost 
population each successive decade except fora small 
ujitick between 1920 and 1930. The 2010 jxiinilatiun as 
rej)or(ed by the Census was 133 people. As a result of its 
small population, the Edison Co-op elevator established 
in 193,5 was merged with Beaver City, Oxfonl, Holbrook, 
Elwood, and HeiKlley creating a much larger venture.^'’

Hendley 

Ill 1872 the first settlers arrived in the area now known as 
Hendley, but originalh' called Lyndeii. I.W'. Meyers, the 
first to file a homestead claim was also named postmaster. 
In 1887 (he Burlington and Missouri River Railroad 
came to town, at which jioint it was renamed to Hendley 
in honor of a railroad employee. At the (ime there were 
eight businesses in Hendley including a lively barn, grain 
and stock market, a hotel, two hanks, and a drug store. 
The earh' newspaper whs the Hendle\' Hustler. The 
town was olficialh' incorporated in 19()d.^^ Four years later 
Hendley reached its peak population ol 238 people and 
has lost pojHilation each decade since. The 2010 Census 
jiopulation was 24 )people. All ol Hendley’s commercial 
buildings are gone. One of the few remaining early 
buildings is the MethodisI Church (southwest corner of 
Sheridan and Ith Streets). The first meetings were held in 
a hall over I he store building unlit the church building was 
coastrucled in 1899 for a cost of Sl,20().^** 

Hendley’s claim to fame is as the location where the 
founder ol Kool-Aid grew up. Edwin Perkins began 
experimenting with and selling products while living in 
Hendley, launching a successful mail-order business. 

After moving to Hastings he tleveloped “Fruit Smack,” 
a concent rat e<l fruit think that led to the development 
of Kool-Aid. Bv 1931 the business had gi own to .such a 
size that he and his lamily mo\rd (o Chicago, selling to

The first jKTiniUlciit scUlcr in Fiiniiis County was Isaar 
"Beef’ Burton, a saddler for Company A, 2iu\ NebiTiska 
Cavalry, who in 18(>2 diiriiiA^a leave from Ft. Mc Pherson 
exjdorcd the area around presenl-da)' Holbrook. In 1870 
he returned and settled one mile southeast of Holbrook 
and built the first trading jxist with business jiartner H. 
Dice in a log cabin (see Figure l.Ki). This cabin remained 
until 193.3, years alter they ceased operations, when the 
Re[)ubhcan Rh er Floods washed it awa\'. In 1872 the 
))ost olfice was established with the name Burton's Bend. 
The first settlers were predominantiy C»ermaii but several 
Scandinavian and some Fnglish and Irish settlers also 
made Burton s Bend their home. 


The area irmained rather dormant until the late 187()s 
when the railroad came through. In 1881 the town name 
was changed to Holbrook to honor a railroad official of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. By 189.3 
there were more than 20 businesses, but a Ihxu y barn fire 
on April 24, 1907 destroyed nearly all of them. The 
loss was estimated at $10,000 which drove some business 
owners av\'a>'. but many sta\’ed to rebuild. *** Toda\’ most 
of the buildings that were rebuilt ha\X‘ been subject to 
demolition by neglect. Holbrook saw a brief period of 
giowth between 1910 and 1940 but since WAVII has lost 
jxjpnlation. In 2010 the Census showed half of the original 
jxjpulation of 414 people stilt residing in Holbrcxjk.

Oxford 

Oil Ft'hriuiry 17. 1880 the first train of the Reinihlk aii 
\ alley Railroad, aeijuircd later by the Chicago, Burliiigloii, 
and Quincy Railroad came through Ox lord on land 
deeded by Jacob Struve.’* On June lOlh the town site was 
dedicated by tliree landowners—Jaetib Struve, Clara Pease, 
and A.F.. Toiizalin. tor a brief penod the town was known 
as (irand \’iew but was changed to Oxford. ’ ’ 

Dewlopment was .slow with only seven homes built the 
first (wo years. The town was finally incorporated in 1881 
after a petition signed by 23 residents was sent in June to 
the Furnas County Connnis.sioners. The vilhige boanl 
of trustees a<lopte<l M ordinances which included rules 
banning livestock from running at large, trash an<l rubbish 
accuniulalion, and punishment for tramps and vagrants. ’^ 

The first substantial school building was built in 1887 
and was replaced in 1921 by (he current three-story hrick 
building. '^ The gy mnasium and sho)) were added in l9o2. 
The elementarv' school was built in 197 j. In 19()() the fir.st 
ci(y water system was installed, followed in 1913 by (he 
electric .system. In 1938 the first ))aved roads were added 
in the form of an oil mat over the dirt on Main Street. 
Oxford saw giowth in pojiulation Irom i(s founding until 
1930 with a ])eak )M>pnlation of 1,270 people. Since then 
the po))ulation has declined nearly ever}' decade reaching 
just 779 people in 2010.

The firsl settlers ti) slake claims in the area ol Wilsonville 
were Civil War veteran Alonzo Plunib ajicl his sister 
Louisa Jajie. They came from Wisconsin in 187^ and 
))eliuone(l lor a post olfice which Alonzo was granted the 
title of postmaster. At the time the area was called Wild 
Turkey for the iiumher ol turkeys located around Beaver 
Creek Valley/'' The town of Wilsonville hei^aji in 1873 
when Lorenzo Wilson nio\'ed to the area and opened a 
small merchandise shop. The business j^ew and allraeted 
settlers to the area. They fonnalized the town hy naming 
it alter Mr. W'ilson, and moving the post office the re In 
1879 Lorenzo W'ilson olficially )dal ted \\’ilsonville and 
on Januan' 27. 1880 the town was hicorpoiTited.^^ North- 
south streets were najiied alter Wilson's children includhig 
(Inice, Raymond, and Winnie.Wilsonville ))receded 
the railroad, unlike many western Nehra.ska (owns. The 
local newspaper, (he Wilson Review, staled (he town had 
a population of 300 peo))le with almost 80 homes in 
1887 and said (he "booming town (was) soon to have a 
railroad.The railroad arri\*ed at (he end of 1887 and 
reijuired moving several buildings to acconimodale a new 
slreel alignment that belter serxed (he railroads planned 
alignment on Main Street. Within two years a total of fiO 
businesses had been established. 


The first classes were taught in a sod building where (he 
city park is today. In 188 I a one-room Irame building one 
block east of Main Street on Raymond Street replaced 
the sod building.^'' In 190.) the firsl tele))hone lines were 
installed. Prior to 1900 Wilsojiville installed wooden 
boardwalks which were replaced in 1908 h\' cement 
sidewTilks. By I9I(i electricity was available on a limited 
basis with lull service throughout (he town five years later. 
Rural electricity did not come to the area until about 1943. 
In 1913 a bond for a waterworks system was defeated, but 
in 1929 a cilx xx ide water system \x"as finally installed.^*’^ 
Wilsonville s pojnilation peaked in 1930 with almost 300 
residents. At one time they were the largest rail port for 
shi[)i)ing livestock in Nebniska.^'^ Since then the town has 
lost population each decade, hitting jirst 93 people in 2010.

INTRODUCTION 

This diJiplcr del ails I he survey melhods used U> complete 
die reconnaissaiiee work in Furnas County and I lie results 
ol the sur\*ey. The goal ofdiis work was to idenlify and 
doenmenl historic properties (hat nia\' he signiricanl based 
on their historic and architedural merit. In November 
2019, an architedural historian and historic architect from 
RD(i Planning & Design conducted a Nebraska Historic 
Resource Survey and Inx entory <NeHRSI) field surx ey, 
building u)K)n previous survey work completed by History' 
Nebraska. More details on I he outcomes are in Chapter 3 
and Appendix A. 

SURVEY METHODS 

Objectives 

The historic resources reconnaissance survey ideiilinetl 
and docnmenled lK>lb new and existing properties tbal 
meet Nebraska Historic Resource Survey and Inventory 
criteria wilhin Furnas County. Properties meeting the 
criteria w hich appear to retain integrity' were e\'aluated 
to determine their eligibility for listing in ihe Nalional 
Register of Historic Places either as an individual pniperty 
or as part ol a larger potential hisU>ric district. 

Survey Limitations and Biases 

While most properties w'it bin cilics weir visible Irom the 
public right-of-way some were ilifTicull to assess <lne to 
heavy vegetation or large setbacks rnmi the properly line. 
Tt> helj) twercome this limilalion, county assessor data 
and images as well as Google Earth and Stiret View were 
consul le<l. 

Methodology 

F,ach step recinited to complete a reconnaissance sur\'ey is 
laid oul in ihe digram in Figure 2.1. More s|>ecific details 
relaled to Furnas County are discussed below. 

Defining the extent of the survey. In Furnas County the 
survey was limited to ihe incorjjorated areas of Furnas 
C'onnlv and did not include rural areas. Therefore, 
the suney work included buildings, structures, sites, 
and objects wilhin the cities of Ai*apahoe, Beax er City, 
Cambridge, Edison, Hendley, Holbrook, Oxford, and 
Wilsonville. Only historic jMoperties visible horn the 
jniblic right-of-way were docnmenled. 


Future additional surxey work for rural areas of Furnas 
County is currently jdanned to be conducted by the Survey 
Coordinator for the NeSHPO. This in-bouse survey work 
will be added and recorded in (JIS.

Properties more than 40 years old are surveyed according to the NeHRSI manual. 
Location and physical status of previously surveyed properties are verified and 
additional properties meeting criteria are identified. Survey 123, a mobile applica¬ 
tion, is used to note exterior building details and is geolocated to the property 
boundaries.

Following the field survey, each new property is assigned an NeHRSI number, photo¬ 
graphs are exported and labeled according to standard naming conventions, and the 
data is verified for accuracy.

Each property is then evaluated based on integriy and significance to determine eligibil¬ 
ity for inclusion in the National Register of Historic Places. Resources must be 50 years 
old and in their original location or possess exceptional significance. Any potentially 
eligible properties nearing the 50 year mark are noted. 
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NATIONAL REGISTER ELIGIBILITY 

The Niilional Re^islcr of Hislork* Places is a recognition program pronioling districts, sites, buildings, structures, and objects 
signilicant in American history, aix'hueclurc, aR*heolog>', engineering, and culture. Historic properties aw siguificanl at the 
local, state, or national lc\'el and must be at least 150 }'ears old with a high degiee ol physic al integrity. Proj>erties may be listed 
in tlie National Register il they meet at lejLst one of the National Park Sen ice criterion sliown in tigure 2.2 below. Guidance on 
aj)) dying the National Register Criterion of Evaluation can be found in tlie National Register Bullet in #1;).

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Historic integrity 

Iiilc^^rily is I he ability ol a ))r(>))crty to convey its si^iiilicancc and is important to delcnnine the eligibility of a property. 
While its tempito recognize all old buildings, es))ecially those wilb social significance, not alt buildings will be eligible 
for inclusion in (he National Register ol Historic Places. Often a downtown commercial district phu ed a signiricanl role 
in the town's develo))nient, however because of the lack of integrity is no! eligible for nomiiialioii as a district. A property's 
integrity is evaluated against the lollovviiig jdiysical (jualilies: 

• Association is the connection between a historic property and an event, activity, or person. Does the pro))eriy niaimaiii a direct link 
willi iLs recommended signilicancc? 

• Design isquaiity of integrity applying to the eiements that create the physical form, pian, space, structure, and styie of a property. lias 
the overall a|>[>earanee/layout been signiricanl ly altered? 

• Feeling is the abiiity of a historic property to evoke the aesthetic or historic sense of a past time and piace. Does the ))roperty provide 
a sense of the historic lime period? 

• Location reiates to the geographic piace of the resource during the period of significance. Has tlie property been moved from iLs 
historic location? 

• Materiais assess whether the physicai eiements used in a historic property remain as they did during the period of significance. Has 
mudi of the historic fabric been replaced with non-Iiisloric material? 

• Setting applies to the physical environment of a historic property. Is the area .surrounding tlie property mucli as it was IiisUjrically? 

• Workmanship measures the integrity of a historic property in relation to the physical evidence of the crafts of a particular culture, 
people, or artisan. Is the care and <*nifLsman.ship oi the liisloric period still evident? 
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EXAMPLE ASSESSMENT OF HISTORIC INTEGRITY 

Background 

Tlic properly in Figure 2.3 was biiill in AiHpalu>c in 1899 and hoiise<l the Joseph Einstein Store t>n the first level and an 
opera lioiise oji the seetnid level. The opera house was part t>r the Lyceum eireiiil until it became a Mastaiic Temple in the 
19-K)s. While the building is clearly wx* 11-maintained, has a rich liistory, and is a boon to the community's ect>nomie vitality, 
the building would not, under the strict ct>nfines of National Register standards, he eligible for listing in the National 
Register (see Figure 2.2 for details). 

As seen in I he historic image, the brick building featured ornate stone detailing, much of which is preserved today. What 
has been lost are the brick jn I asters, cornice brackets on the south facade, the lull glass entrance, original one-over-two 
windows, and the ))yramidal caps on the parapet. Furthermore I he entire brick facade has been covered in stucco. 

Applying Elements of Integrity 

There is no set rule on how many elemenls of integrity niiisl he met for a building to he eligible, but the analysis ol e^icli 
and the lex el of divergence are used to make a final determination. In the case ol the Arapahoe Opera House only two 
elemenls — location and setting — are lully intact. In addition, integrity of male rials and workmanship were signilicanlly 
compromised, inhibiling the buildings abilily to conve\' its hi.slorical significance. Therefore, il has been determined not 
eligible for listing in the National Register. 

Preservation Beyond the Notional Register 

While the building may not be eligible for listing in the National Register, a local govenunent could form a historic 
presenation connnission and adopt a local preservation ordinance to de.sigiiate buildings like the Arapahoe Opera House. 

Another oj)lion for conskleralion would he to restore the building to its original appearance to the greatest extent possible. 
Work could include replacing the win<h>ws and entrance with periotl-appropriate malcriais that reflect the original 
openings, removing the stucco, and replacing the missing cornice brackets the buiUling. It the goal is to make the building 
eligible for the Natiojial Register, SHPO stafl should be consulted prior to starting any work.

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ILLUSTRATED HISTORIC CONTEXTS 

The suney in Fiiriuis Coiuily cviilualed all properties ideiilificd as 40 years or older according to nninty assessor data, 
regardless of the building construetioii or integrity. As a re.sult, 2,083 properties within (he boundaries of (he incorporated 
cities \\'ere suneyed. A tolal of 402 previously siir\*eyed ))ro))erties were evaluated and l,fJ81 new properties. 

A total t>r 12 historic contexts developctl by the NeSHPO aiul listed in the NeHRSI manual were used lo identify 
I)oicntially eligible pn>perties. Additiojially, the Settlemcnl/Archilecture context is broken inU> six architectural 
subcategories. Each context includes examples of properties loiind in Furnas County. Specific properties rectmiineiuled 
eligible for listing in the National Register are identined in Chapter 3. 


Agriculture 

The study was limited to the incoiporale<l 
communilies of Furnas County. This 
limited the number of properties relating 
to the agriculture context, however the 
strong tie to tanning resuke<l in a few. 

This context addresses property types 
related to food product it >n including crops 
and livestock. In rurd areas, tliis includes 
farnistea<ls flanked by barns, garages, 
machine sheds, atul other outbuildings. In 
many instances, nK>dem advances result 
in the replacement of historic barns with 
modern metal buildings.

These buildings 
are larger and usual!}' three or more 
stories with horizontal divisions delined 
through belt or stringcourses of brick. 
Lach lloor is often treated witli diflerent 
decoration. ’Die roof is accentuated witli 
pixejecting cornices and a balustrade. 



Second Empire: Oxford 


Romanesque 

Popular between 1810 and 1900, the 
Romancstjue Revival style is based t>n the 
buiUlings of ancient Rome. One of tlie 
most common types enijdoyed in the I .S. 
is the Richardsonian Romanes{|ue version. 
These buildings are identified by rounded 
arches and heavy, t>flen rusticatetl, 
massing in stone or brick. 

Second Empire 

Tlie most common feature of a Sectmd 
Empire building is the mansard roof. 
Popular between 18f)0 and 1900, this 
style of buikling traces its roots to France. 
Accompanying the distinctive roof is tifleii 
brackets beneath the cornice, rounded 
arched windows, decorative <lormer 
wiiidtm's, and cresting at the roof line.

Shingie Styie 

Sliiii^lc style, j)(>))ulai between 1880 and 
1900 is a reflec tion of its mune. Tlie wall 
siirlaces arc clad in shingles and ap]>ear 
moiioclironie if lei t uni)aiiiled.

Stick/Eastlake 

This style was conn non between 18()() and 
1890 and is identiliable by the decorative 
slick work or bands of wood I rim on 
the exterior surfaces. It is often seen as 
transition between a (iothic Revival and 
a Queen Anne. This is another style 
that was promoted in Andrew Jackson 
DowniiiA^'s pattern books.

Late 19th and 20th Century Revivals |1880-1940} 


Beaux Arts 

A style popular between 1890 and 1980 
closely associated with the Kcole des 
Beaux-Arts school where a numbei of 
architects studied durin^^ this time period. 
The style emphasizes classical forms and 
features, elaborate detailiiii^, ntassive 
jdaus, and heavy masonry. Surfaces are 
often hea\'ily decorated and feature arches 
and colossal columns or pilasters. 

Ciossicai Revival 

Also know n as neoclassical rc\'i\'al, 
this style of architecture was most 
I nomine Ill in the (irsl few decades of 
the 20th cenlury and is characterized by 
sMUmetrical facades and classical columns 
IraminA; the front facade. It is a le.ss ornate 
style than Beaux Arts, but has similar 
classical details.

Colonial Revival 

A style popular helvvccn 1900 and 1940 
eharaeterizL'd b\' simple, ss'jmnetrical, 
classic ally-derived cntniiices oflcii Iranied 
by columns. Features iiicliule side gable 
rools with dormers, eoliunns, and shutters 
when seen in residential construction. 

French Renaissance 

This style is usually stone or brick nnide to 
look like a castle or chateaus with niulli))le 
stories. Slee)) jntched rools or mansard 
rools covered in slate tile with some 
dormers are common. Cylindric al towers 
ajid I un ets with decorative elemenls are 
usually enijdoyed. 

Italian Renaissance 

A style popular between 1890 and 1940 
cliaiacleri/.ed b\' wide, cnerhanging 
bracketed eaves. Doors and window s 
arc often arched w ith distinctive lintels. 

In commercial buildings, rusticated 
stonework, horizontal brick or stone 
bands, and elaborate pediments or 
I )at ten IS are often found.

Late Gothic Revival 

The Late Gothic Revival style, influenced 
by English and French architect me. was 
jxjpular between 1890 and 1910. A subset 
of this style is the Collegiate Gothic 
Style, specific to educational buildings. 
The general style is most common to 
church buildings, hut is also seen in 
some eonnnercial buildings. The most 
distinguishing featuie is the pointed arch, 
along w ith w indow tracery, lea<le(l glass, 
battlements, and pinnacles.

Typical fealiires include low-)filched 
roofs with no ea\'cs or a hm-pitcheii roof 
with red clay tile. Roundcd windows and 
doors, stucco walls, and asyinmetrical 
facades are common. 

Pueblo 

This style was most common in the 
southwest around Santa R\ New Mexico, 
from about 1910 (hroi^h the IP-lOs. 
Buildinj^s appear as a mixture of S])anish 
Colonial, mission, and Indian Pueblo 
fonns. Flat, parapeted rool lines, rounded 
edges with no eaves, and stucco cladding 
are common elements. 

Tudor Revival 

A common 199()s and 193()s .style 
ol architecture blending late Lnglish 
medieval styles. Sleep gables, hatl- 
linibering. and stucco, wood, and stone 
materials characterize this tyj)e of 
coiislruclion. 



Late 19th and 20th Century American Movements |1890-1930) 


Bungalow/Craftsman 

A style popular beginning in the late 
19th century and continuing through 
1940, characterized by overhanging 
eaves, large open porches with jjosts, 
and low-jniched nH>fs.

Commercial Style 

Commereial vernaeular buildings are 
very eoinnion in downUiwns. This style 
employs a simple style ol eoininereial 
etHistruelion popular between 1800 and 
1980 eharaeterized by large retail windows 
and recessed entrances on the first floor. 
They typic ally employ a reetangular plan 
with shallow projec tions. This style often 
crosses over with the Chicago style since 
(heir period of use overlaps. 



Prairie Box: Arapahoe 


Prairie School 

Prairie School airhilec ture is closely 
associated with architect Frank Lloyd 
Wright. The style focuses on open floor 
I dans, low-pitched roofs with broad eaves, 
and long bands of windows. A variant 
of this style is the American Fours<iuare 
or "Prairie Box." These are simplified 
versions of the Prairie School buildings 
(hat include a lull-width front porcli on a 
s{|uare plan.

Art Deco 

Arl Dcco was a p(>i)ular style he I ween 
192.3 and 1940 and is easily idciUiriahlc 
ihrouj^h the stylized geometric fun ns 
ajid details. Conceived as a break Iroin 
the oniameiUed forms of the ))asl, 

Art Deco buildings are sleek, linear, 
ajid employ geometric ornament at ion. 
Many use step backs to create a stepped 
outline with low-re lief decorative panels. 
Common materials include concrete 
block, glazed brick or tile, and stucco. 

International Style 

The internal ional style was at its height 
between 1930 and 1930. Architects like 
Le Corbusier in France, and \\ alter 
(iropius and Mies van der Rohe in 
(lemiany championed the style. It is 
identifiable through the Hat roofed, 
asymmetrical form with bands ol 
windows and a lack ol oniameiil. 



Mixed/Other: Holbrook 


Moderne 

An architectural style common between 
1930 and 1930 featuring streamlined 
simplicity and the scul])lur*ril use t>f 
rectilinear geometric fonns. This style 
was a less ornamented, si mainlined 
version t>f Art Deco. Smooth walls, 
rounded corners, an<l cur\'e<l glass 
identify these buildings. 


Mixed /other 


Twt> additional categories, mixed and 
other, catch the varierl architectural 
styles that often do not fit into one of 
these categories.

Before an a))plican( moves fonvard with 
the process of listing a property in the National Register, 
the NeSHPO may need to complete additional research 
on )M>tentially eligible properties that are noted in (his 
surve)' report. Please consult with the NeSHPO about 
the National Register application process and eligibilily ol 
))arlicular properties. A sidebar in this chapter provides 
details on (he one propert)' currently in the National 
Register in Furnas County. 


A total of 34 properties are recommended by RDCi 
Planning & Design as potentially eligible for inclusion 
in the National Register on an individual basis. Due to 
lack ol integrity, no historic districts are recommended.

In 
1931 the Beaver City yard was sold 
along with Holllnger and Lebanon. 
In 1934 the business closed. Today 
the buildings are used by the city. 
The two storage buildings 
appear original as does the office 
addition. The false front has been 
removed however and one large 
window installed Instead of two.

As discussed at the bej^inning of this cliajMcr, 
integrity is a key coniponenl of cligibilil\' for National 
Register. VVlieii considering integnty ol a district, in 
addition to buildings hidividiial meeting the integrity 
criteria the district as a whole must also meet those 
stajidards. While a lew new infill buildings or gaps 
from demolitions will not automaticallv make a district 
ineligible, it does liaxe an impact on its ability to convey its 
historic al significance. Vhis was the concern witli many 
downtown districts in t uni as County. 

ALMOST ELIGIBLE 

The field survey included buildings between 40 and 
years old, imclerstanding that many of these buildings 
would soon be eligible for listing in the National Register. 
None of the resources built between 1970 and 1980 appear 
to be of a high enough ciuahty of design to reijuire rex iew 
in the next ten years. Over time however, thex' may acejuire 
significance as the ranch and split level homes Jige. 

FUTURE STUDY 

A series of historic topics and resource types were 
identified during the suney ol Furnas Counly that could 
benefit from further study. I'lie following research and 
survex' activities have been identified to lurther the 
understanding ol Furnas Countys rich history for local 
residents and historians alike. 

Intensive Research and Survey of Ethnic 
Architecture 

Beginning in the 1870s the railroad companies and the 
stale gox'eriunent begaji campaigns to draw in settlers to 
the newly formed state. Many ol those campaigns were 
directed towards grou))s, many from foreign countries. 
Research into the settlemenl of tiirnas County revealed 
concenlradons ol (lerinan, Scajidinavian, English and 
Irish settlers in towns like Holbrook. The heritage and 
skills of various ethnic groups are often reflected in the 
)physical buildings and early social organizations that 
liad a prominent infiuciice on the comity's dexelojimcnt. 
Towns like Oxford and Cambridge leature a number of 
ornately built residential buildings that are likely reflective 
ol this trend. Intensive level research into the first settlers 
in t uni as County is recommended to assist in identifying 
resources and dexelojiing a liisloric context. 


Intensive Research of the Impact of Flooding on 
the County Development 

Furnas County s location in the Republican Rix er \ alley 
was both a blessing and a curse for the early settlers. 11 
prox'ided a source of lumber, power, and irrigation when 
needed. The rich soil also produced good crops for 
larmers, hut numerous catastrophic floods, most notably 
the 193.) and 1947 floods, lead to lo.ss of life, livestock, 
and property, turlher research into the impact ol ihese 
events and how' the com muni lies of Furnas County 
rebounded ajid rebuilt is recoin mended. 
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LOCAL PRESERVATION 

There (Iocs nol appear to he an aelive preservation 
orA 5 aiii/.alioii in Furnas Coiiiily. Tlie Furnas-Gosper 
C'onnl\ Mu sell] n is located in Arapalioe, hut al I lie time 
ol lis report was open by appointment only. Some ideas to 
bolster preservation include: 

* Fonninj( an active counlv' preservation society to heljj 
carryout the recommendations (d this plan, educate the 
community, and advocate lor preservalioti. 

* Start listing ))roperlies in the National Register identified as 
eligible in this chapter. 

* Work with NeSHPO lo determine wlielher Cl.G status and 
a local landmai'ks program w'ould be a good fit lor Furnas 
Countv or anv of the individual cities. 


While these lonnal channels lor preservation are 
important to furthering local eflorts, many individuals 
are ah ead}' working to save old huildings. 11 ic call-out 
box below has an example of local residents purchasing 
and rehahililaliiig a building lo serve a new use in the 
com muni tv. 



NATIONAL REGISTER PROPERTIES 

Furnas County has one 
property listed in the National H 
Register of Historic Places.

The Nebniska Stale Historic Preservation OlHcc is 
charged with promoling preservation and cnhajicemenl 
of Nebraska s enllnral resources whicli include buildings, 
slrnclnres. objects, and sites. The Nalional Historic 
Preservation Act charges all SHPOs with (he following 
tasks:

Bv the .summer ol 2020 
the NellRSI program, dating hack to 19()l when it was 
called (he Nebraska Historic Buildings Survey, will have 
completed recomiaissance surveys in all 93 counties in 
Nehra.ska.

Whot is the purpose of a survey, and how is it 
benefiting my community? 

A hisloric resource survey iilenlifies ihe hisloric 
resources of a couiUy/cily/lou n/iieighborhood lo help 
coiioiiunilies make more informed [>oUr\' decisions, 
especially lljose pertaining lo hisloric preservalion. 

Who conducts a survey? 

Various members of I he Nebniska Slale Preservation 
Office Nvill coiiducl surveys Ibi* I heir prognims. 

At litnes I he NeSHPO will hire s[>ecialized 
conlraciors to conduct suneys. Also, Cerlilied 
Local Governments (CL(is) are authorized and 
encouragetl lo conduct surveys of their respective 
communities. 

Whot do surveys iook for? 

A geograpliic surm will lotjk at buildings, 
structures, and even objects. A thematic survey is 
focused on a single type of structure (ex: bridges, 
mov ie theaters, court houses). Properties must he at 
least 4()-yeiirs old to warrant a survey. 

Wiii Q surveyor go inside my home? 

No. The only lime a survey is conducted \^•ilhin a 
building would l)e if a properly owner has requested 
an jLSsessmenl for National Register and/or lax credit 
eligibility. 

Wiii 0 surveyor go onto my private property? 

No, surveyors will never go onto jjrivale pniperlvv 
unless they have been given special [>ermission from 
the properly owner. 


How do i know that a survey is hoppening? 

Before a county surv'ey is conducted a pul)lic meeting 
that is advertised in lt)cal jjapers is held. 

How con i ieorn more about the history of my home? 

Check out History Nebniska's welisile. bis lory. 
nel)niskii.gt)\ /[>i eserv alion, lo see inteniclive ma[>s 
with survey. National Register, and Historic Marker 
information. Contact the NeSHPO olllce lo see if 
photographs are availal>le, old Sanboriv or Plat majjs, 
or survey* inlbi inalion. Be avs ai e lliat records are not 
comjjrehensive, but it is always vs tirlli taking a look. 

How con 0 preservationist teii if □ property is 
"historic" or not? 

A .surv eyor typically looLs at roof materials, windows, 
doors, to\w.‘rs/cbimiieys, and distinct anbitectnral 
features lor clues that indicate tlie age of a building. 

A surveyor will also note details like lav out, number 
of stories, building material(s>, and brick patterns. 

Whot does a surveyor do? 

Suneyors lake photographs of the exlerioi* 
of buildings, ma)) out the age and integrity 
requirements of each building, and take lioles on 
distinctive features. If the survey is more intensive, 
a sinveyor might also conduct ihorougli hislorii al 
reseaich and coikIucI in lei* views v\ ilh knowledgeable 
peo[;le. Most siuv'eyors now use electronic tablets lo 
reconl this infonnalion. 

Will □ survey result in restrictions or maintenance 
requirements for my property? 

No, a sun'ey w ill never infringe on your riglus as a 
properly owner.

The Naluma! Rci^istcr ol Hisloiii* Plaecs is a nationwide 
list of the historic places lhal lell the stor\' ol ))eoplc 
and events that roriii America's collective identity. Tliis 
reco^iiilioii prognim has three iiominatiiiA; levels—local, 
state, and national—meaning a listed building could be 
significanl for its contribution lo architecture or history' 
for a local community, such as the Faling House

Commonly rcicrrcd lo as Scc lion 10(i RL*\'icvv because ol ils enabling? legislation in llie National Historic Presenatioii Act, 
Icclcral project review retjiiires lederal agencies to consider the ellect ol their undertakings on historic properties. They 
must develoj) and evaluate alteniathes lo avoid, niiiiimize, or milig'alc adverse eflecl and allow the federal Advisory Council 
on Hisloiic Preservation and the NeSHPO to comment on the pnjecl and ils effects. 

Agencies often ctmsull with the NeSHPO early in the process lo delcnnine whedier their projects could have an impact 
on a hisU>ric resource. One ol tlie best tools U> determine project impact is a historic survey il one has been completed in 
(he area. From there, SI IPO staff can a hi in the de terminal ion of whether the project will have an a<l verse el feet and find 
ways U> mitigate any negative effects. II there are any eflecls identified, the agency must seek public input. Properties do 
not need to be listed in a hisUiric register, only determined eligible. One of the most common stale Jigencies lo encounter 
Section lOfi Review is the Nebraska Deparlmenl t>f Tiansj>orlalion which receives funding tfirough llie Federal Highwav 
Administration (FHWA).

Whot is Q historic property? 

Tile .Section I Ob Review looks at pro[>erlies that are 
50 years tir older, and are either already listed or are 
potentially eligilde for listing in the National RegLsler 
of Historic Places. 

Whot kind of projects require a Section 106 review? 

All projects lluit include federal funding, licensing, 
oi' permitting arc recjuiretl to undergo Section ll)() 
review and cotn))liance. These types ol projects 
can include construction, renovation, repair, 
rehabilitation, gnjuiid disturbances, etc. You can 
check to .see if a project is R*(|uii'ed to undergo a 
Section 10() review by asking the following questions:

TheR‘ are 4 major steps to I lie proces.s—Initiate 
review, gatlier inlbrmation, a.s.sess efl’ects, and cxjilore 
measuR‘s lo r solve adver.se elTecis th rough avoidance, 
miiiimi/iuioii, and mitigation measures. Tbrougliout 
ibis four-step review process, the lederal agency 
is responsible lbr conveying all information vvitli 
‘Vonsiilting parlies” and I lie general pul)lic. 


Whot is considered an ''adverse effect" to o resource? 

If a pnjjcct would alter the signillcance and/ 
or inlegrity of a historic resource lo die point 
where il might no longer iiualify for the Natioiuil 
Register. Some of the impacts include destruction, 
inap))ropriate modifications, relocation, neglect, or the 
iransfer/lease/sale of it histoi ic property out of federal 
control without adetjuale preservation Rsirictions. 

Will the discovery of on "adverse effect" completely 
shut down o project? 

No, the federal agency is required to resolve all 
adverse clTects in consultation vvitli the State Histoi ic 
Preservation Office (SHPO) or Tribal Historic 
Preservation Office (THPO), established consulting 
parlies, and the Advisory Council on Historic 
Preservation (ACHP) if they choose lo he involved. 
Section lOd Review does not guarantee the full 
protection of a historic jiroperty. 

How does the public learn about Section 106 projects? 

Agencies are reijuiretl to nolily the public, hut how 
they pul>licize this information can V'ary. Notifications 
in newspapei s, on television, and by radio are 
common methods of communication. Tlie Federal 
Register posts notices alxiul jjrojecls as well. Federal 
agencies v\ ill also contact local museums, historical 
societies, and Section lOd consultants. 

How con private citizens become involved in the 
Section 106 Review process? 

Priv ate citizens or organizations can reiiuesl lo he 
consulting parlies if the project involves historic 
properties in which they iirc directly affiliated or if 
they have a specialized interest.

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HISTORIC TAX CREDITS 

A iiumbLT orprogniins exist to helj) fund the rehahililalioii 
of liislork* biiildiiiAjs. The pro Abrams used and a >nibi nation 
of lull ding sou ires depends largely on the projeel 
parameters and goals. Following is an explanation ol 
tlie most eomnioii programs used to luiid prcservalion 
aelivities, historic tax credits, along with case studies of 
two rehab pnjjects in small Nebraska comniimities—the 
Palace Holel and the Weber Brother Building. 

Federal Historic Preservation Tax Incentives 
Program (fHTC| 

Most commonly known as (he Federal Historic Tax Credit 
Program (his program, established in 197(), jirox ides 
a 20% federal tax credit (o ))n>))erty owners ol income 
[jroduciug historic buildings tliat undertake a substantial 
rehabilitation project. To (lualify, a building must be 
individually listed in tlie National Register ol Historic 
Places or be considered a contributing building within a 
historic district. The process includes three apjdication.s— 
eViduation ol signiricaiice (Part 1), description ol 
rehabilitation (Part 2), and re(|uest for certification of 
comj)leled work (Part 3). All work must be completed 
according to I he Sc ere I an' of I he Interiors Standards, 
meaning signilicandy historic malenals, features, finishes, 
and spaces must be mainlained if jios.sible. 


Nebraska Historic Tax Credit |NHTC| 

The Nebraska State Historic Tax Credit (NHTC) \mis 
initiated in 201.') under the Nebraskiijob Crealion and 
Main Street Redevelopment Act. The NHTC provides 
a state lax credil ol u[) lo 20%) of qualified rehabilitation 
expenditures. Annually, $ Id million is allocated by I he 
Nebraska Legislature on I he first day ol the calendar 
year. Individual projects are capped at $i million. The 
availability of the NHTC has encouraged invest men I 
in historic resources in rural communities and urban 
cores ihroughoul Nebraska. To use this program, a 
five part application is reijuired, the first three ol which 
are reviewed by the SHPO and the second two by the 
Nebraska Department ol Revenue. 

A 20 Id report of the economic impacts ol the Ncbniska 
Hisloric Tax Credil in its first year showed a $12().6() 
million impact on (lie Nebraska ectmoniy. Projects 
crealetl I.dSd full lime jobs and generated $d3.11 million 
in Nebraska wages. The gn)ss stale product wvni up by 
$09.81 million as a result and state aiul local taxes by 
$d.ll million. 
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FAQ: HISTORIC TAX CREDIT 

Whot are my first steps? 

CiniUicl ihe Nehniska Stale Historic Prcserviilion Olllce 
(NeSHPO) to learn more about the eligibility ol'your 
pn>ject. Also, check out the instructions lor the Federal 
Historic Tax CYedit, the Ncl)raska Historic Tax Credit, 
and the Valuation Incentive Program (\'IP) at history, 
nebraska.govor vvww.nps.gov. While there, checkout 
the ht)\v-to guide on 'Planning Successful Relial)ililation 
Projects.' 

Whot is the difference between the federoi and state tax 
credit programs? 

The reliabilitation standards and required information 
are the sajne. Both applications should he 11 lied out. 
Each program Inis its own paperwork, however, the 
NHTC application is entirely online while the Federal 
apjjlication and \'IP application mu.st be typed, printed, 
ami then mailed. Please reference the online comparison 
chart for differences iji eligibility and other financial 
details. 

Does work done on my house qualify for tax credits? 

Yes and No. The Valuation Incentive Piogram (\’IP) can 
be used on your personal borne. Howev er, shigle-lamily 
detached residences are not eligible for the Fedend and 
State Historic Tax Cjedil. 

What expenditures quoiify for tox credits? 

Most [>re-approvecl work on the interior and exterior 
qualifie.s. l-indscajhng, furnishings, additions, 
and moveal)le ei|uipmenL do not <iualilV. For more 
information on what c|nalifies, visit the IRS website. 

Can i repioce the windows? 

It de))emLs, the NeSHPO will assess whether or not 
the existing windows are either beyond repair or non- 
historical. If the NeSHPO determines that the windows 
can he ref)laced, the ref)l;icement windows must match 
the old in design, color, texture and other visual qualities. 
Historic windows are a valuable asset to any historic 
home. Most origiital windows are not bevoml l epaij'. I'he 
return on investment of rejjair is almost always more 
lucrative than llic co.st of uevv windows. Additional!) , 
despite common rlietoric, hisloi ic windows c'an be jtist iLs 
energy efficient as new windows. 

Whot happens if i make changes to my project during 
construction? 

An amendment form must he submitted to the National 
Park Serv ice ami NeSHPO for review. 


i am interested in participating in a tax credit project 
for a building that 1 do not yet own. can 1 still start the 
application process? 

The process begins with submission of the evaluation 
of significance (Part I) with the written coiisenl of the 
current pnjpei ty ow ner. 

Can I apply for a tax credit after completing a project? 

No. An applicalion must he submitted pritir to starling 
work on v'our [>i'o])cri\'. 

Are the tax incentives transferable? 

\e.s and No. The Nehra.ska Hisloi ic Tax Cretlil can 
l)e sold lo a ihird parly of financial insliluluni (ibis is 
polenlially a great o))lion for inleresled non-profils). The 
Fedend Historic Tax Credit is not transferable. Plea.se see 
the Nel)raskii Deparlmcni of Revenue website for more 
details. 

Will all work be reviewed on the project? 

Yes, all work on tlie interior and exterior of tbe 
))ro[)ei ly w ill be revievvt‘d using the Secretary of Interior 
Stamlards. Even work that tloes not count an eligible 
ex))enditure, will be reviewed. 
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CASE STUDY: PALACE NOTE 


The Palace Hotel was constructed 
in 1892 and was individually listed in 
the National Register in 1990 as the 
First Thurston County Courthouse. 
The projected included a full 
building rehabilitation for mixed use 
commerciai and residential.

CASE STUDY: WEBER BROTHER'S BUILDING 


The Weber Brother's Building was constructed m 1888 and is a contributing building in the 
Chadron Commerciai Historic District listed In the National Register in 2007. The project 
included rebuiiding the sandstone units, the storefront, and pressed metal parapet and 
cresting along the roof line to rehab the building to its original state. No interior work has 
been completed to date.

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CRETE FACADE RESTORATION 
PROGRAM 

To date, the City of Crete has assisted 
in the restoration of 29 front and side 
facades in Crete's downtown district. 

The process began in 2016 with a 
$30,000 Downtown Revitalization (DTR) 
Phase I grant to complete a downtown 
visioning process. At this time, the City 
received approval to add a portion of the 
downtown to the National Register of 
Historic Places as the Crete Downtown 
Historic District. 

Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) Phase II funding totaling 
$307,000 was awarded to implement 
a commercial rehabilitation program 
with $102,333 in matching funds by the 
City's LB840 Economic Development 
program. The City began contacting 
property owners in 2017 to participate in 
the program which provides grant funds 
equaling a percentage of each individual 
project's total cost. Each property owner 
provided a 20% match. 

The program goals included improving the 
downtowns appearance, creating a sense 
of place, and promoting and preserving 
the historic character of the downtown. 
Priority projects Included removal of the 
metal awnings and non-hlstoric materials, 
installation of new awnings and upper 
story window replacement, restoring the 
original transom windows, and brick repair. 
Projects began in spring 2018 and ended 
in summer 2019. 


OTHER PRESERVATION INCENTIVES 

Valuation Incentive Program 

The Valuation Inccnlive Pn>gram (VIP) is a lon^' term 
savings plan U> niiaiicially assist in rcliahbing historic 
projKTtics. VIP freezes your accessed property evaluation 
for eight years following the rehabilitation of a buikling. 
Following the eight year freeze, property taxes will 
increase by 2,5% each \X‘ar for the next four \'ears until 
it reaches the new accessed value. To (jualify the project 
must be listed in the National Register of Historic Places 
or a ha\’e status as a local lan<lmark through an appro\'ed 
local government ordinance prior to comniencemeiit of 
wt>rk. Similar to the federal tax credit, the VIP has a three 
part application process. Ad<litiojially the project must be 
a substantial rehabilitation which means the value of the 
wt>rk is at least 2,5% ol the properties assesse<l \'alue at the 
project s start. 

Downtown Revitalization Program 

The Nebraska Department t>f Fct>nomic DeveU>pment 
prov ides assistanc e to counties or incorporated 
communities through the use of federal Community 
Dev elopment Block Cirants (CDB(i) for community and 
economic development projects. Several programs fall 
within the CDBfJ funding categories, one of which is 
Downtown Revitalization. Projects in this category involve 
revitalization efforts within downtown business districts 
including streets, sewer, and water systems, historic 
restoration, ix'inoval of architectural barriers, and/or loans 
to business for facade improvements, signage, and/or to 
meeting community codes. 

Cities like Crete, Nebraska have used DTR funding to 
complete large scale facade restoration and rehahilitalion 
in their downtowns. For more infomiation on the Crete 
jnogiam see the adjacent call-out box. 
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PUBLIC EDUCATION AND OUTREACH 

Historic preservation is more than a proA^nim to presene 
the physical environnienl, bill also aids in economic 
dc\'elo[ line 111 through increased tourism, providing 
incuhalor space for local businesses, supporting job 
growth, and a host ol oilier benefits. Preservation also 
sup]X)rts sustainability goals. 

A primary charge of the XeSHPO is to proint>te these 
benefits through public education and outreach. The 
NeSHPO accomplish this through a luunher of j mb lie 
meetings, \vt>rkslu>ps, and curating content tbrough the 
\\X‘hsite and social me<lia channels. For this survey pn)jcct, 
meetings were held at the beginning and ctmclusion of the 
\M)rk, culminating with the develojmient of an e<lucalional 
brochure and online stor\' ma]>. 

In addition to general outreach on preservation, the 
NeSHPO manages the Historical Markers program which 
recognizes important people, places, and events significant 
to Nebraska History. Markers interpret:

Property Type. A gnmiang of 
individual j)n>j)erties based on a 
set ol shared jdiy.sical or associative 
characteristics.
